CORNING, N. Y., July’ 4—At least 34 passengers were kitted 
and 50 injured at 5:25 a. m. today when an express train crashed — 
into the westbound Lackawanna passenger train, No, 9, two miles 
east Of this city. 

The passenger train, which runs from New York to Buftale, 
had been standing on the track a few minutes when the. express 


train, which carried no passengers, struck it in the rear at fall 


speed. The two day coaches attached to the rear of No. 9 were 
hurled down an embankment and the express plunged half way 
through the rear Pullman of the standing train before it stopped 

Most of the killed were passengers in the day coaches who | 
were going home to spend the Fourth.

Babies Among Injured; More Will Die. 

The death list probably will run over 40. Thirty-four bodies had beat 
taken from the debris.three hours after the wreck. Many of the injured 
were hurt fatally. Among the sufferers were several babies and children. 

As soon as news of the accident. spread hundreds of automobiles dashed 
to the scene, blocking the roadways and interfering with the removal of 
the doad and injured. A detail of police was sent from this city to keep 
the roads open and to keep the crowds back from the wreckage: .

MacVeagh Held Responsible for 
~ Split—Removal Suggested 
by Republican Leaders. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—The proposed 
Aldrich currency legislation and its in- 
Gorsement by the Republican party was 
the direct cause of Assistant Secretary 
Andrew being forced out of the Treas- 
ury, making a split in Mr. Taft’s ranks 
bélow the grade of a Cabinet officer 
end impairing Mr. MacVeaghi's. useful- 
ness as an official adviser. 

President Taft stands confronted with 
a row in his own family only eclipsed 
by the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy. It 
is probable that it will result in further 
resignations. It is not expected Secre- 
tary MacVeagh will resign, but close 
friends of fie President say the latter 
holds Mr. MacVeagh responsible for the 
turbulence in the Treasury Department 
_ and that it is only because of the short 
pericd left of Mr. MacVeagh’s term as 
a Cabinet officer that President Taft 
does not ask for the Secretary’s resig- 
nation. In announcing the resignation 
of Andrew, the White House said: 

“Mr. Andrew’s resignation as Assist- 
ant Seoretary of the Treasury was re- 
quested, submitted and accepted, in 
view of his failure to obey orders given 
him by the Secretary.”

OOSEVELT’S overwhelming vic- 
_ tories in Oregon, California, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Minnesota, South 
Dakota, Illinois, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey show his tremendous hold 
on public opinion. Bryan could not have 
approximated any such showing of 
strength in his party or in the number 
of votes polled in primary fights in 
these states.

So that Mr. Bryan's victory 
at Baltimore does not indicate that he 
has the grip upon the affections of the 
American people that Mr. Roosevelt has, 
but it does indicate that as a fighter in 
a forum where contending forces are 
struggling for supremacy, and as‘a par- 
ty manager, he is a superb master.

Bryan won a progressive victory in his 
party, while Mr. Roosevelt, great as 
were his primary victories, ultimately 
met defeat. Roosevelt’s strength with 
the American people is because of his 
official record and public declarations, 
while Bryan’s strength is due to his 
declarations.

Roosevelt is not only a preacher, 
but a doer as well. Both of them are 
standing for the things that the people 
believe tn, and are exerting great in- 
fluence for good in our national affairs.

Army Withdraws From Bachim- 
ba and Will Leave Chihua- 
hua to Federals.

GEN. OROZCO’S REBEL HEAD- 


QUARTERS, MAPULA, Mexico, July 4. 
—Under cover of darkness, the entire 
rebel army, after an 18-hour battle, 
withdrew early today from Bachimba, 


a distance of 2 miles north of Mapula, 
which is but 15 miles below the city of 
Chihuahua. The rebels admit their de- 
feat, attributing it to a lack of ammunli- 
tion. 

The whole rebel army will retreat 
toward the American border, abandon- 
ing the city of Chihuahua to the Fed- 
eral. 

Gen. Orozco gave the order to retreat 
after his troops had been subjected to 
the heaviest fire they have yet experi- 
enced. The rebel commander and a large 
part of his force will return to the city 
of Chihuahua today, but only for a 
temporary halt. 

Gen. Orozco will go to Juarez, op- 
posite El Paso, Tex., an the Mexican 
Central, perhaps turning back then 
southwest along the Mexican North- 
western Railroad to Casas Grandes, 
which is now the rebel rallying place.

HEAD CLUBWOMEN ae Only Six eaiiel Above Ground and Seats 


and Windows Run Entirely Around Sides 
and Ends—Test Trip a Success. 





St. Louls women are a trifle shy of 
the new side-door car devised for their 
convenience and now being tested on 
the Olive street line, but those who have 
J ridden in it say it is ‘‘just lovely.”’ This 
especially is the opinion of women who 
wear close-fitting or hobble skirts. The 
feature-that appeals to them is that 
the high step has been eliminated. 

Conductor Clyde Smith, who has been 
in charge of the car on its trial trips, 
believes it will become popular. 

A few persons, Conductor Smith says, 
enter his car before-the lead car is 
filled, but he didn’t get much of a crowd 
Wednesday evening until the seats in 
the other car were nearly all occupied. 

The new car has only one door, placed 
in the center of one side.~ The floor is 
only 6 inches from the pavement. The 
conductor with his faré box is opposite 
this doorway, and on entering the car 
the passenger may go to either end. The 
seats run lengthways of the car and ex- 
tend entirely around it. 


Wiradows All Around. 
The ends of the car are circular, and 


from the fact that there are windows 
along the sides and at the ends it has 
the appearance of an observation car, 
though there are no platforms. 

The car is used only as a trailer, and 
is not provided with power. It receives 
its electricity for lights from the lead 
car, 

Women who used the car were par- 
ticularly well pleased with it, judging 
from expressions heard Wednesday 
morning during the rush hour. A Post- 
Dispatch reporter made the trip on it 
to find how it worked. 

Two women who boarded the car at 
Delmar and Union boulevards were a 
little bewildered as they stepped into 
the unfamiliar entryway. They recov- 
ered their composure quickly, however, 
dropped their fares into the box and 
seated themselves. 

After carefully examining the car, one 
remarked: 

“This is fine. We didn’t have to push 
our way through a crowd of men smok- 
ing on the back platform.” 

A street sprinkler had passed Delmar 
boulevard and Taylor avenue a few min- 
utes before the new car reached there. 
As the car is as long as the regular 
car and is drawn by a car of the same 
size, it stops nearly a hundred feet from 
the crossing. A woman hesitated as she 
started to step from the car to the wet 
pavement. 

“I don’t like thfs,” she sald. 

A man found much the same fault at 
Broadway and Olive street. 

“Say,”’ he said to Conductor Smith, “J 
want off at Broadway, not Sixth street.” 


Like an Observation Car. 
A woman entered the car at Grand 


avenue and Olive street and walked far 
to the back of the car, takiNg a seat at 


(signal to start is given. 


.one side where she could look out both 
side and rear windows. 

“This is almost like an observation 
car,” she remarked to a woman sitting 
near her. 

One man passenger commented on the 
fact that with the door closed it would 
be impossible for a person to leave the 
car while it was in motion unless the 
conductor opened the door. The door is 
controlled by a lever back of the con- 
ductor. 

The conductor has a push button in 
the top of one of the posts supporting 
the brass rail behind which he stands. 
This is for him to signal to the con- 
ductor of the car ahead, who in turn 
gives the motorman his signals. 

Passengers seemed bewildered for @ 
moment after entering the new car, but 
then quickly saw the arrangement and 
after being seated began looking it over. 
They seemed particularly well pleased 
with the circular ends and the windows 
entirely around the car. 

These windows sive the interior much 
more light than is possible in the old- 
style cars. 

Some passengers saw what they be- 
lieved was a mistake in construction in 
the door. It is a double door enabling 
two persons to pass through at one 
time. 


Difficult to Pass. 
The car is so constructed” that it is 


only with great difficulty that a person 
can pass from the front half of the car 
to the rear half, and great confusion 
would result if a person attempted to 
pass back while others were entering 
or leaving the car. During the rush 
hour at Grand avenue and Olive street 
passengers attempted to leave the front 
and rear halves of the car at the time 
persons were trying to board the car. 
This resulted in delay. 

The conductor of the car has been on 
the Delmar line for two years. The 
superintendent at the De Baliviere 
sheds received orders Sunday night to 
send a conductor to the Vandeventer 
sheds. He didn’t know what was Wanted 
and sent Smith. Smith found he was 
to take the new car to the De Baliviere 
sheds, trying it out on all curves and 
switches. It worked properly under the 
tests, and he has been in charge of it 
since that time.

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MAKING JELLY: 


SE good fruit which is a little 


U underripe. 
: | 


Use the best granulated sugar. 
Do not make large quantities 
of jelly at one cooking. 

Heat the sugar in the oven before 
adding it to the fruit juice 

If the juice must be boiled down, al- 
ways do so before the sugar is added. 

The jelly will be clearer and finer if 
the fruit is simmered gently and not 
stirred during cooking: 

Do not allow the syrup to boil rapidly, 
or crystals may appear in jelly. 

Always make jelly on a bright, clear 
Gay. 

Wash the jelly glasses .in, hot water 
and set them on a folded cloth rung 
out of hot water. 

Set the jelly in a sunny window for 
twenty-four hours, then cover with 
melted paraffin and set in a dry, cool 
place. 

Currant Jelly. 
SE currants which are a little un- 
derripe. Cherry. currants are 
best. <A Hehter jelly may be made 
from equal portions of red and white 
currants. 

Pick over currants without removing 
the stems, wash and drain. Put a few 
in a granite dish and crush with a 
potato masher. Add a few more and 
erush: continue. Cook slowly until 
currants look white, Strain through 4 
coarse enamel strainer, then strain 
through a bag made from a double 
thickness of cheesecloth. Do not squeeze 
the bag, but allow the fuice to 


five minutes. Add an equal 

of hot granulated sugar. Boil gently 
from three to five minutes, skim and 
pour into jelly glasses, 

The syrup may be tested by putting 
a teaspoonful on a cold plate. If done, 
it should jelly slightly. 

Grape Jellw. 
ICK grapes when just beginning 
to turn. Wash and remove 
stems. Heat to a boiling point, wash 
and boil one-half hour. Follow direc- 
tions for currant jelly. 

Equal parts of fruit, juice and sugar 
are used for nearly all jelly making. 
If the fruit does not taste very sour, 
less sugar may be used. Fruit ripened 
in the sunshine requires less sugar. 

Crab Apple Jelly. 

ASH? and remove stems and 

blossom ends. Put in a granite 
Gish and half cover with cold water. 
Cook slowly until apples are soft. Wash 
and drain through a coarse. sieve. 
Drip through a double cheesecloth jelly 
bag. Boil twenty minutes, and add an 
equal quantity of heated sugar. Boll 
gently about five minutes, skim and 
put in 'glasses.—Eldora Lockwood Dow 
in Woman's World.

‘In my opinion, Jack Johnson has a cinch. 
It is the easiest of easy money for the 
negro. Unless all past performances are 
worthless, after the gong sounds on Thurs- 
day the only question will be in what round 
Jim Flynn is foreed to take the count of 
ten. 
‘‘Jack Curley and Jim Flynn are both good 
friends of mine and it is with extreme re- 
luctance that I am compelled to give this 
opinion. I cannot do otherwise, though, and 
be fair. 

‘“‘Jack Johnson looks the slowest of the 
slow, but he is the fastest of all the big 
fellows, once he gets into action. He doesn’t 
look fast until he is in the ring. I thought 
he was slow when I fought him in San 
Francisco seven years ago, but I soon learned 
my mistake. Undoubtedly ft is his extreme 
confidence in himself that gives him this 
seemingly sloppy action. But when he gets 
going, look out. 

A Wonderful Blocker. 

‘Johnson is the grandest blocker I ever 
met, and I have met them all. Those who 
know my record need only recall the knock- 
cuts to my credit over Sam McVey, Kid 
Carter and Jack Jeffries, among others. I 
had little difficulty in obtaining a draw 
with Flynn in Denver eight years ago; but 
after my grueling bout with Johnson a 
year later I knew I had met a past master 
of the pugilistic art. 

“Flynn is a strong, young, rough and 
tough fellow, but he lacks two absolutely 
necessary qualifications to wrest the cham- 
pionship from Johnson. 

‘‘In the first place, he hasn't got the punch, 

*‘In the second place, even if he had that, 
he hasn’t got the reach. 

‘*‘Bob Fitzsimmons in his palmiest days—I 
might even add John L, Sullilvan—never had 
the punch which the big black fellow has. 
It is Nke a pile driver. 

A Bad Fiynn Trait. 

**Recent dispatches from Las Vegas tell of 
various instances in which Flynn has lost 
his temper. Whether this be so I canrot 
tell, but if he loses his head when Johnson 
laughs at him, Thursday, the jig will be up 
even sooner than many of the most ardent 
admirers of the black fellow expect. 

‘“‘Johnsom in the ring is coolness person- 
tfied. He thus far has always carried his 
head with him, and my candid opinion is 
that it will take a better man than Flynn 
disturb it. 

‘“‘Nothing would sult Johnson better than toe 
have Flynn come to him. This the fire- 
man is likely to do if he loses his temper. 
It will be against the advice of al] hig 
trainers, I have seen it stated, if he adopts 
hammer and tongs tactics early in the game. 
His one salvation is to keep away from the 
start and let Johnson do the rushing. 

Bout Will Be Brief. 

‘Some say that if the battle is a long one 
Flynn’s chances will be better than John- 
son’s. In the first place, I do not look for a 
long drawn out contest. Even if it goes 
more than twenty or twenty-five rounds, 
Johnson never has shown lack of endurance.”’
